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A little parliamentary law is like a little 


learning———worse than none at all. And in general 
_our clubs and associations are run by a little par. 
liamentary law. In our deliberations we get tied 
up by poorly thought out motionsa@d resolutions, 
and clumsily handled amendments, and poor interpre- 
tations of Robert's Rules. As a result it takes a 
magician to discover what we are really voting for, 
if and when ve do vote. Parliamentary law becames 
in general disrepute. We become ammoyed with each 
other and ourselves and stay away from meetings 
which could be made of great concern to use 

The fact is that parliamentary law should make 
discussion easier rather thm more dfficult. It is 
meant to make the issues clear cut ami easily re~ 
solved; am to protect the interests of the minority 
as well as those of the majority. A meeting that is 
run in good arder is a joy,instead of alring strain 
on everyone's nerves. It gives everyone a fair 
hearing, insures the ‘rule of the majority,while pro~ 
tecting the fundemental rights of all. 

It is particularly important that the presiding 
officer be well acquainted with parliamentary law. 
His position is similar to that of a baseball wm 
pire. It is essential that the knows the rules, 
And it is essential that he remembers he is an um 
pire. He should remain neutral in all discussims 
as long as he remains in the chair; to see that the 
rules are followed; that all sides get an equal 
hearing. As ‘soon as he takes sides he should cease 
to preside until the issue being considered is set- 
tled. Speeches from him are decidedly out of order. 

Cn the other hand he should not be a stickler for 
technicalities. Many formalities can be done with— 
out if there are no objections (but the officer must 
be sure there are no objections). And-a great deal 
of confusion can be avoided if the chair makes sure 
the motion says actually what the mover wants it to 
say before it is put to the floor, | 

Meetings would be much more businesslike too if 
important motions were made only after they had been 
carefully drawn up in writing ani approved by the 
seconder. 

The democratic thrashing out of community problems 
is an art-——one of the most vital of arts to us who 
are detemmined that this country shall avoid’ the 
European mess——and it is one of the arts to the de- 
velopment of which Greenbelt is particularly dedica- 
ted.

(Reflections on our recent Cooperative Institute) 

We hear so very much these days about power poli- 
tics, about totalitarianisms of one variety and an- 
other, and about dictators. Our papers carry very 
little else. Magazines devote entire ismes the 
popularizing of nationalism. One gets fed up on 
this stuff. It might be compared to the mental 
nausea that comes over one when subjected to the 
musical noise that continually blares forth ina 
dime store. (The same records and piano pieces are 
played in a 25 cent to $1 store also.) Front page 
copy is usually copy of very insignificant worth, 
Glaring headlines that attract the eyes seldom im 
press the brain. 

I would much rather have people tell me that they 
are fed up and sick of all this blatant blah spread 
all over our daily am monthly journals——which in 
most instances never gets to the heart of the mat— 
ter——than to inform me that they are tired of hear— 
ing about cooperatives, which have something posi~ 
tive and fundamental to offer a society in need. In 
this conection I shall never forget that meaty par-— 
agraph in the writings of Harry Emerson Fosdick; 

"Therefore, pray for eyes lest we should miss the 
really momentous affairs of our day. Be sure of 
this, they are not spectacular and noisy. They are 
not in the limelight on the public stage. That if 
the great thing in our time were not violent nation 
alism but the slovly emerging idea of a world com 
munity? What if the great thing in our time were 
not economic chaos but the slowly’ growing idea of a 
new, amazing technology, socially employed to abol- 
ish poverty? What if the great thing in our time 
were not our miserable religious partisanships but 
the slowly growing possibility of a more united 
Christendom? What if our children's children, look 
ing back, should say, 'This was the creative movement 
of that age to which the future was to bal ong?! 
Should that “be so, our generation would be ruming 
true to y history." 

I pray God for people who are willing to pitch in 
and help America out of her spiritual and economic 
illness through better churchas and more cooperatives 
and for people with insight md ambition w start 
right here in Greenbelt.

HOLEES IS ORGANIZING LOBSTERMEN 





Edward M. Holmes,recently manager of the Health 
Association, and Mrse Holmes, left Greenbelt October

It will be an especial triumph for Mr. Holmes if 
he can establish a cooperative in South Gouldsboro, 
as a recent fishermen's cooperative failed there. 

lire Holmes' first experience was at Vinalhaven, 
Maine last summer, where he was sent at the lobster- 
men's request for an organizer, by Dr. James Pe 
Warbasse, president of the Cooperative League of the 
United States, who spoke at the recent Greenbelt Co- 
operative Institute. 


Still Witch-hunting 


The Dies Committee we recall, was investigating 
communism and fascism in the United States lastyear, 
tooe Emphasis was placed on the need to save America 
from the "Reds",and to this purpose the Congression- 
al committee subpenaed witnesses, offered bulky evi- 
dence, held endless hearings, and issued lengthy in- 
dictments which made front page news throughout the 
nation. 

But responsible newspapers like the Washington 
Star and the Washington Post poked fun at Dies and 
his committee even while they gave headlines to the 
revelations which the "saviours of our country" dug 
oute Columnists ridiculed the findings, labor and 
civic groups criticized the techniques used in the 
inquiry, and the public in general became quite 
sceptical of both the committee and its aimse 

Witnesses before the committee were discredited 
in numerous cases, evidence used was often seized by 
dubious means——by theft, bribe and assault, hear— 
ings were sometimes secret, and even the open ses- 
Sions run in such a haphazard and biased manner that 
leading lawyers and Congressional figures commented 
openly on the fraud, the indictments made were never 
presented to the accused, nor were the victims of 
these broad accusations ever allowed to appear in 
their own defensee The methods of the Dies Comiit— 
tee strongly suggested fascist justice and the 
group was on several occasions accused of fascist 
sympathiese One prominent Nazi leader named Martin 
Dies and Father Coughlin as the two most promising 
leaders in Americae 

With this background it was hard to understand 
why the committee was voted more funds. Some have 
thought that Administration leaders saw less harm 
in letting the committee go on its silly way than in 
Suppressing ite Others lay the credit for its new 
life to pressure on Congress from Coughlin letter 
writerse 

Whatever the reason, a further appropriation ex- 
tended the committee's life. The last few weeks have 
seen renewals of the "startling" revelations which 
characterized the committee before. 

In the meahtime the international situation has 
changede We need to be on the alert for spies and 
sabotage in this country, but we can do this without 
witch huntse The technique of the Dies Committee 
have not changede The seizures of evidence are made 
by force and sometimes without legal sanction. The 
recent raid on Communist Party headquarters in Chi- 

.cago was vaguely reminiscent of the American Legion 
vigilante disorders during the depths of the depres- 
Sione The stealing of Socialist Party documents last 
week in Washington is the sort of thing for which we 
are condemning European dictatorshipse Nor is the 
comiittee satisfied to stop with those two political 
partiese Dies has said on public platform what he 
thinks about the Democratic Party,and would probably 
go to extreme lengths in order to "prove" the rad~ 
icalism of the New Deale 

All but the super-patriots know that any dangers 
to our country can be ferreted out and prevented by 
the thoroughly capable Federal legalad penal forces 
at our disposal. When partisan politicians set then 
selves up as police force, prosecuters, judges, and 
jury we need to take care that what we laughed at 
yesterday does not become a menace tomorrowe

IN DEFEYSE OF TEE SCHOOL 
To the Editor; 

I have read with a great deal of interest your 
editorial "Levels of Achievement" published in the 
COOPERATOR of September 21, and feel that sime it 
questions the integrity of our elementary school, 
it should certainly be answered. 

The editorial begins by giving credit to the 
Governor for assisting in the launching of the 
Greenbelt School. As a matter of fact, the Gover- 
nor would probahly feel quite flattered to think he 
was being held responsible for initiating the school 
set up. It is very doubtful if he even knows that 
we have a progressive school here, 

The editorial goes on to say that the school does 
not provide sufficient teachers. Administratively, 
every effort has been made to prevent classes from 
becoming too larges No school in the county can 
boast of two teachers assigned to 54 beginners. The 
distribution in some schools is ome teacher for 54 
children. Wouldn't it be wise for all schools, pro- 
gressive or otherwise, to demand that the teaching 
lead be reduced? You would perhaps be, appalled to 
learn that the number of pupils per teacher was 
placed in the statute books in the 1800s. While 
recognizing the menace has anyore dame anything to 
change this legislation? . 

One wonders where the writer of this editorial 
got his information. Accurate information could 
easily have been obtained at the school. No child 
has had to buy his own books, nor has any child been 
denied admission to classes provided he met regula- 
tionse What could the allusion be to pupils being 
arbitrarily held back in school work? For the 
school is making every provision to advance the 
child as rapidly as he can goe Sufficient text and 
supplementary books are provided for the work being 
done in school, bub even if they were not, the onus 
should not be placed on the athletic field and the 
landscaping, for they are financed from two entirely 
different sources. And after all there are things tp 
be learned onthe athletic field and appreciations to 
be developed through a beautifully landscaped towne 
A curtailment of appropriations necessitated a dif- 
ferent distribution of money from preceding years 
and as a result pupils were asked to purchase their 
own individual work books. 

The school stands ever ready to remedy its ral 
defects, it is up to us to be intellectually honest 
in stating facts. Certainly we should be cautious 
about printing accusations before first checking on 
the facts from authoritative sources,
